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THE BOMB attacks by neo-Nazis on the Jewish community in France, 
following so quickly in the wake of the horrific bombings in Bologna and 
Munich, have again raised the question of international co-operation and 
the connections between Britain’s neo-Nazi groups with those responsible 
for the attacks. The other question is if we are likely to see the same 
outrages committed in this country. 

That there are direct links we are convinced without a shadow of doubt. 
In Searchlight No.25 (June 1977) we were already pointing out in some 
detail how these links existed. We listed a number of those who went to 
Belgium in July 1976 to meet their counterparts from Nazi organisations 
in USA, West Germany, Belgium, Holland, Austria, Norway, Mexico and 
Italy. In that same issue we referred to Lord Brockway raising questions in 
the House of Lords, following our report that the National Party and 
British Movement were selling US military manuals to their members 
which gave details on the manufacture of bombs and explosive devices. 
Earlier that year (Searchlight No.22) we reported the holding of an 
international meeting in New Orleans on September 9th 1976. 

We have regularly reported the activities of the League of St. George, 
with its extensive international contacts and their meetings (many at 
Kensington Library) where Nazi and KKK speakers have been invited 
from abroad. We have also reported the international connections of the 
National Front and British Movement. 

There is growing evidence that arms are being obtained and stored by 
Britain’s Nazi groups — the meeting in Bruges reported in the July and 
August Searchlights was the latest example of this sinister development. 
That they are prepared to use explosive devices is not in doubt; their letter 
bomb campaign and incendiary attacks on the black community and 
bookshops during the last three or four years have shown this to be so, 
the recent arson attempt on Edgeware synagogue being but the latest 
example. 

Yet despite this catalogue of activity, there has been a general failure to 
realise or accept what has been going on. Searchlight has been a lone voice, 
and on some occasions we have been regarded as alarmist. But the fact is 
that our research has made us aware of the dangerous potential of the 
lunatic world inhabited by the Nazi activists. It has taken the deaths of a 
large number of people in Italy, Germany and France to bring home fully 
the consequences of their activities. 

So far in Britain there has been nothing on the scale of the attacks in 
Europe. The reason for this (since the possibility undoubtedly exists) 
could well be that this country is being used as a refuge by the inter- 
national fascist movement for their members on the run. 


Late News 


Reports are circulating amongst Britain’s Nazi groups that following 
Searchlight’s exposure of the League of St. George’s connections with 
those responsible for recent bombings in Europe and growing interest in 
their activities by the media, there has been a flurry of activity to burn 
incriminating documents and hide copies in “safe’’ houses. 

Reliable reports confirm that French Nazi leader Michel Faci came to 
Britain on October 7th/8th and made contact with members of British 
Movement.

Munich bombing: Why was 
para-military neo-Nazi group 
allowed to function for so long? 


ON FRIDAY SEPTEMBER 26 Gundolf Koehler, a member of the para-military neo- 
Nazi Wehrsportgruppe Hoffman, died when the bomb he had planted at the entrance 
to the Munich Oktoberfest (Beer Festival) went off prematurely, killing 14 people 
and injuring 141. Hoffman and four of party members who were reported have been 
arrested on their way to ‘deliver certain vehicles’ near the Austrian border, were 
arrested but later released for lack of evidence of their involvement in the massacre. 

Their speedy release was surprising because arms were apparently discovered at the 
homes of some of those arrested. 

The West German authorities must accept a large measure of responsibility for the 
tragedy since they have known for a number of years that Wehrsportgruppe Hoffman 
had plenty of arms and explosives in addition to their adapted half track vehicles. 

Three years ago, November 1977, Searchlight published photographs of the Hoffman 
group dressed in military uniforms during training exercises. In West Germany organi- 
sations like PDI and the paper Arbeiterkampf have regularly monitored and published 
details of the activities of such organisations. In May 1978 Henry K.M. Broder produced 
a book Deutschland Erwacht dealing with the activities of the new Nazis. Amongst 
the contributors were Heiner Lichtenstein a journalist and commentator for the 
Westdeutschen Rund Funk and Warner Poelchau who writes for Stern and Konkret. 
It dealt extensively with the neo-Nazi movement including attacks on Jewish cemeteries 


and synagogues. 


Strangely Hoffman has been arrested on a number of occasions in the last twelve 
months but despite the arms found in his possession, to say nothing of.a tank, was 
only given a suspended prison sentence, although his organisation was banned last 


February. 


What we said in May 1980 


THE Wehrsportgruppe Hoffman (WSG) is 
the first neo-Nazi organisation to be 
banned by Germany’s Interior Ministry 
for ten years. Their military manoeuvres 
and training exercises had earned them 
the reputation of being one of the 
country’s most dangerous fascist groups. 
In February this year police raids on 
members’ houses resulted in the con- 
fiscation of automatic weapons, uniforms, 
anti-aircraft guns and a tank. 

In January 1979 the WSG organised 
‘Winter Training Exercises’ at Ermreutn 
Castle in Forchheim, which were attended 


by twenty people, including fascists from 
England. They advertised the get-together 
in their paper Kommando which was 
aimed “not only at our German members 
but especially at our non-German volun- 
teers and at those who want to join our 
organisation’’. 

Karl-Heinz Hoffman, WSG leader, is a 
former mercenary who has twice received 
suspended gaol sentences in the past: 
once for leading an assault on anti-fascist 
students at Tubingen University in which 
seven people were seriously injured, and 
again last year for wearing SS insignia.

THE NAZI bomb outrages at the 
Munich Oktoberfest and at a Jewish 
synagogue in Paris highlight once 
again how closely British Nazis 
have become involved with many of 
the more ruthless factions of the 
European Nazi movement. FANE, 
which carried out the attacks in 
France are closely linked to the 
League of St. George (see Search- 
light 63) and the Wehrsportegruppe 
Hoffman Truppe (WSG), one of 
whose members was responsible for 
planting the bomb at Munich, is yet 
another organisation with whom 
the League has strong and long- 
standing connections. 

The League clearly thinks highly of 
tlhe Hoffman group, and particularly 
values the liaison between the two 
organisations. According to the League’s 
journal League Review, 
Truppe “provide an important function 
training facility for the youth of the 
new generation of ‘young fighters’ 
against decadence and communism. They 
are not a political party — but offer 
training to any suitable young person 
from the age of 16 years’. And League 
Review does its bit by providing the 
address where ‘young front fighters’ 
can contact the Hoffman Truppe. And 
some young British “Nazis have clearly 
taken advantage of the offer. A training 
camp organised by the WSG at Hoffman’s 
castle at Ermreuth near Nuremburg in 
1979 was, according to West German 
police, attended by fascists from this 
country. 

The hospitality has been reciprocated: 
not long before that camp the League was 
visited by ‘Unterfuhrer’ Arnd Heinz Marx 
from the WSG.

The League’s overseas contacts take 
them to the heart of the Nazi terror 
movement in Europe. As we have pointed 
out before (Searchlight 63) they have a 
particularly fond relationship with the 
French Nazi group F ANE whose members 
are accused by French police of organising 
the recent wave of terrorist attacks on 
Jewish targets in Paris, including the car 
bomb which exploded outside a synagogue 
killing five people. FANE are referred to 
affectionately by the League as “our 
comrades” and prominent F ANE members 
such as Michel Faci have visited League 
members in this country and addressed 
League meetings. 


League’s claims in the Kensington News and 
Chelsea Post that allegations, made by a local 
councillor, that they were a Nazi organisation, 
were ‘wild distortions’ taken from the ‘world of 
fantasy’. 

The correspondence had started because 
Labour councillors were trying to stop the 
League from using council facilities. Now, 
several months later, with the League more 
openly and dangerously connected with neo- 
Nazi groups abroad, they are still meeting in 
Kensington Library — the next meeting being 
planned for November 7th. 

Labour councillors, outnumbered 13 to 39 
by Tories, tried to bring an urgent standing 
order to the last council meeting, but were 
prevented from doing so by the Mayor, who did 
not consider the matter sufficiently urgent. If 
they are unable to persuade the Libraries and 
Amenities committee to consider banning the 
League from holding meetings in council 
Property, the Labour group will seriously 
consider going to the High Court. 


The synagogue bomb was only the 
culmination of a series of attacks on 
Jewish buildings and individuals. Homes 
and offices have been bombed and 
schools machine-gunned. FANE was 
banned by the French government after 
a spate of bombings earlier this year. The 
recent attacks have been claimed by a 
group calling itself European National 
Fascists and openly declaring itself to be 
the successor to the outlawed FANE. 

A political stir was caused when a 
spokesperson for the French police union 
declared at a press conference after the 
synagogue attack that 20% of FANE’s 
members were members of the police 


force, and that the authorities had been 
turning a blind eye to infiltration of the 
police by members of far-right groups. 
This infiltration first came to light when a 
member of the French intelligence service 
was suspended from duty in August 
following disclosures that he was a 
leading member of FANE and had been 
their link man with Italian Nazis thought 
to be behind the Bologna station bombing. 


Bologna: 
Seven more 
suspects 
arrested 


In Italy, police investigating the 
massacre at Bologna railway station 
arrested a further seven neo-Nazi suspects 
on September 23rd. The seven, along 
with a number of those arrested previously 
have been charged with forming an armed 
Organisation and trying to subvert the 
state. The arrests came only two days 
after police had announced that their 
enquiries were closed and had forwarded 
a 10,000 page report to investigating 
authorities. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


FRENCH POLICE FIGHT RACISM 


A delegation from the French police union, 
FASP (Federation Autonome des Syndicats de 
Police), proposed a successful motion at the 
Brighton Congress of the European Police 
Union, that the police “fiercely resist all legal 
measures which encourages racism and with- 
draw support from any policeman who has 
taken part in racial activity”. 

Danie! Redon, a FASP representative listed 
a series of racist abuses by French police, 
including a raid by the police on an immigrant 
cafe, where the patrons were beaten up, and an 
occasion when an immigrant was forced to 
drink from a dogs bowl. Racist officers, he said, 
had been badly educated and then led astray by 
propaganda from a system which oppressed 
blacks and workers while turning a blind eye to 
white collar crime. Such officers needed to be 
re-educated in human rights. 


POLICE OPPOSE PLAN 
TO RECRUIT BLACKS 
The Police Federation has opposed plans by 
the Home Office to make it easier for black 
people to join the police. The Home Office has 
proposed lowering the minimum height require- 
ments and reducing the formal educational 
requirements. Special in-service educational 
training would be provided. 

Mr Basil Griffiths, deputy chairman of the 
Police Federation, said: “It is not the function 
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of the police service to integrate racial minorities 
into our community. We would strongly resist 
attempts to devalue our profession in the name 
of racial harmony”’. 

Ironically, Mr Griffiths was speaking at the 
Brighton Congress of the European Police 
Union, held at the start of October, at which a 
strongly anti-racist motion was carried. 


ABOLISH RACE RELATIONS — 
CHIEF CONSTABLE ANDERTON 


James Anderton, Chief Constable of Greater 
Manchester, has demanded that what he called 
the outmoded and expensive machinery of 
Britain’s ‘“‘race relations industry” be abolished. 
He criticised several organisations, including 
some community relations groups which, he 
claimed, had been infiltrated by ‘“‘anti establish- 
ment factions”. He said that some represen- 
tatives among minorities did not reflect grass 
roots opinion. He criticised both “black racial- 
ists” and ‘“‘white racialists”. 

On September 14th, police in Manchester 
with dogs, raided and broke up a party in 
Withington Road which had been organised 
by the Nello James community centre next 
door. According to NJC’s George McCorkell, 
who was bitten by a police dog, no warrant 
was shown, nor any reason for the breakup of 
the party given, except “complaints about 
noise”, The Nello James Centre have lodged a 
complaint with Chief Constable Anderton. 


UNITED COUNTRY PARTY VANISHES 


THE United Country Party (Chairman: ast- 
ronomer Patrick Moore, Vice Chairman Colonel 
Iremonger) has decided to merge with Delder- 
field’s “‘New Britain”. Always something of a 
two man and a dog outfit, the UCP was formed 


in 1979 on a law and order, pro-Ian Smith, anti- 
immigration, anti-union, anti-State interference 
platform — in short, the right-wing sentiment 
from the shires which helped to bring Thatcher 
to power. 

Colonel Iremonger is to be Vice Chairman 
of the New Britain Party while Dennis Delder- 
field will remain as Chairman. New Britain, 
describing itself as ‘“‘supporting the movement 
for popular nationalism”, was formed in 1977. 
It is a somewhat sterner variant of the UCP 
theme, being opposed to the Race Relations 
Act, in favour of capital punishment, and a 
compulsory 6 month period of non-military 
service for all young people. New Britain is 
obsessed with race: “Illegal immigrants should 
be returned to the country from which they 
came. People who harbour and abet an illegal 
immigrant should be prosecuted. If any immi- 
grants are convicted of a serious criminal 
offence in the first five years of their stay in 
this country they should be deported. Any 
immigrants who want to return to their own 
country permanently should have their passage 
home paid’. More money should be spent on the 
police and the military (the Defence Staff should 
decide how much). More incentives should be 
created. Parents should be allowed “‘freedom of 
choice”’ in education. New Britain is opposed to 
the Common Market and pornography. 

Again, a stance on the right of the Conser- 
vative Party. New Britain has campaigned with 
some success in local by-elections, beating the 
Liberals into fourth place in a double by- 
election at Rochester. General Walter Walker, 
the Rev. Cyril Eastaugh and Air-Vice Marshal 
Don Bennet, all familiar to Searchlight readers, 
are other New Britain activists. New Britain has 
also recently recruited the miniscule Keep 
Britain United Party (Chairman: John Clarke). 


HOW TURKEY'S FASCIST 
ACTION SQUADS ORGANISE 
IN BRITAIN 


THREE YEARS ago members of the Grey 
Wolves — the terrorist youth wing of 


Turkey’s Nationalist 


Action Party began 


arriving in Britain. Most were students, 
and within months they had established a 


number of cells on 
around the country. 


university campuses 
In the later months 


of 1979 the Wolves were responsible 
for an outburst of violent attacks on 
other Turkish students, usually political 
opponents of the NAP and although since 
then their activities have been relatively 
subdued there are worrying signs that they 
may have taken the recent army coup in 
Turkey as the signal for new assaults on 
their opponents in this country. 


The arrivals began when Bulent 
Ecevit became Prime Minister of 
Turkey in 1977. Clearly worried 
that the new regime might crack 
down on their activities and start 
criminal proceedings against some 
of the political assassins in their 
ranks, many of them fled abroad. 
One, later a student at Birmingham 
University, openly boasted that he 
had murdered opponents in Turkey. 
Their flight from Turkey was made 
easy by the wholesale handout of 
grants from the Education Ministry, 
which had achieved notoriety for 
the extent to which it was infil- 
trated by NAP members and 
supporters: under the coalition 
headed by the recently ousted 
Premier Suleyman Demirel which 
preceded the Ecevit regime, the 
Education Minister had appointed a 
prominent NAP member to head 


the department which controlled 
the granting of scholarships for 
study abroad. Grey Wolves found 
easy access to these funds. Most 
went to West Germany but large 
groups ended up in Holland, France 
— and Britain. 

But the help from high places did not 
stop when they were out of Turkey: 
they also received support from within 
Turkey’s London embassy. Liitfti Basata, 
formerly a cultural attache was known to 
meet with their activists in Leeds where a 
number of them attended university, and 
Ismal Kocak, a member of the Embassy’s 
cultural department, was a known NAP 
supporter. Only a thorough purge of 
embassy staff in 1979 stopped the Wolves 
receiving aid from that quarter. 

Until now the Wolves cells have been 
based in Leeds, Birmingham, Sussex, 
Manchester and Loughborough and ranged 
in size from groups of two or three to a 
dozen or more. Recent evidence however 
suggests new groups in language schools 
on the south coast, but their numbers 


have fallen over the last year from about 
60 to around 30. 

Their arrival in Britain seems to have 
followed distinct patterns: all the Wolves 
at Leeds arrived at the same time, and all 
those studying at Sussex University came 
from the same Black Sea university in 
Turkey. 

It was not long before they began 
importing their own favourite methods of 
dealing with political opponents, In 1979 
Turkish left-wingers in Leeds were twice 
the victims of unprovoked violent assaults. 
This attack, and a later one in Manchester 
ended in court cases when the intended 
victims were — incredibly — prosecuted 
by police after successfully driving off 
their assailants. The Leeds hearing was 
the scene of a thirty-strong picket of 
Grey Wolves who shouted threats and 
abuse at friends of those appearing in 
court. Other attacks in that year were 
recorded in London and Birmingham 
where Wolves attempted to stab an 
opponent and later chased him through 
the streets in a car. 

The Wolves now call themselves Turk-

Green Road, both meeting places. 


Bir or the Union of Turkish Students in 
Britain, and their organiser is Dogan 
Aydal, a metallurgy student at Leeds 
University. Only days after the recent 
coup, and after months of inactivity, 
Aydal led an assault on another Turkish 
student at Leeds. Their current President 
Bekir Yilbas, a student at the Department 
of Mechanical Engineering at Birmingham 
University, is cast in the same mould. 
With another Birmingham student Zeki 
Yildirim, he was bound over by a Bir- 
mingham court last year after an attack 
on a Turkish anti-fascist at the university. 

Before coming to Britain Dogan Aydal 
was president of the NAP youth organi- 
sation at Hacettepe University in Turkey. 
He studied at the International School in 
Hastings before entering a course at Leeds. 


Zeki Yildirim: appeared in court after an attack 
on a student in Birmingham. 
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Earlier this year the Wolves began to 
establish close links with supporters in 
this country of the National Salvation 
Party. Led by Nemettin Erbakan, the 
NSP is a right-wing muslim fundamentalist 
group which had worked with the NAP in 
Turkey and which, with the NAP, provided 
vital parliamentary support for the 
recently overthrown minority government 
of Prime Minister Demirel. Based in a 
mosque in Newington Green, north 
London, the Wolves and the NSP set up 
a joint committee early in 1980. Co- 
operation was not helped however by 
the NSP’s reluctance to agree to the 
Grey Wolves demands for a no-holds 
barred campaign of violence against 
““communist”’ Turks living in the capital. 
Nor were matters helped by the fact that 
the NSP, dominating the committee, 
were systematically siphoning off funds 
intended for joint work. There have also 
been reports from Birmingham of joint 
meetings with Islamic students and with 
student members of the Iraq Ba’ath Party. 

Despite their ostensibly religious orien- 
tation, the politics of the NSP are shown 
clearly by their journal Turk Yar, pub- 
lished in Britain, which approvingly 
quotes Hitler writing in Mein Kampf that 
“the Jewish sect of Marxism rejects the

individual value of the human being. If 
the Jews win a victory through Marxism 
the crown they will wear will be a funeral 
crown’. Turk Yar explicitly echoes the 
fascist ‘Jewish Conspiracy’ theory when it 
claims that ‘‘The various ‘isms’ that inter- 
national Jewry pushes onto the market 
do not come from the sky Jews, 
aiming at world domination are wreaking 
their revenge on humanity. Those who 
created communism as the most material- 
istic order of the modern materialistic 
epoch are also Jews” 

Much of the fascist base of support is 
to be found in the Turkish community of 
North London, although they represent 
only a small minority in the community. 
In Newington Green a converted syna- 
gogue, now a mosque, serves as their 
main meeting place. They have a library 
established above a kebab shop in White- 
chapel and a second smaller venue for 
meetings at a Turkish-owned quilt shop 
on Newington Green Road. When two of 
their members were arrested in the act of 
defacing a wall in the area earlier this

year they were — unusually — released 
on bail with sureties provided by a 
sympathiser, the proprietor of a record 
shop in Newington Green. One of them 
promptly changed his appearance and 
disappeared but is still thought to be 
living in the Newington Green area. 

Like the NSP the Wolves publish their 
own journal in this country. Called Turk- 
Bir it functions mainly as an internal 
bulletin circulated only to known sup- 
porters, and combines ferocious national- 
ist rhetoric with only thinly-veiled threats 
against Turkish left-wingers living here. 
When the NAP’s deputy chairman Gun 
Sazak was assassinated in Turkey, a letter 
mourning his death and conveying 


condolences to NAP leader Alpaslan 
Turkes appeared in the right-wing Turkish 
newspaper Tercuman. It was signed 
‘Manchester Turk-Bir’. They had reason 
to mourn his death: only weeks before, 
Sazak had visited Britain and met with a 
number of their activists in London. 

The Wolves have also established 
tentative links with British fascist groups: 
in 1978 for instance an NAP delegation 
travelled from Turkey to meet members 
of the League of St. George, who are 
rapidly establishing for themselves a 
reputation as the main link between 
British Nazis and most of the hardcore 
Nazi bombers and murderers abroad. 
Eddie Morrison, formerly leader of the 


Leeds-based British National Party and 
now back in the NF was particularly 
impressed with their exploits. Writing 
in his journal British News he explained 
that although their racial theory was “a 
bit muddled”’ they nevertheless showed 
“the right spirit”. And just to make the 
point, Morrison reproduces a photograph 
of Wolves attacking a May Day rally in 
Turkey in 1977. That attack resulted in 
over thirty deaths. 

There have also been suggestions that 
members of the Wolves were invited to 
attend a British Movement camp in the 
South West last summer.

NECMETTIN ERBAKAN, leader of 
the National Salvation Party was 
arrested during the recent coup 
in Turkey. The army’s intervention 
however, has done him at least one 
favour: it has interrupted a police 
investigation into allegations that he 
has been a central figure in manu- 
facturing and smuggling heroin. 


It has been known for some time that 
Turkey’s far right were up to their necks 
in international narcotics trafficking. The 
Erbakan case, which resulted from the 
conviction of two heroin smugglers by a 
German court, follows on from a series of 
incidents over the last few years which 
have explained where much of the 
Turkish right’s funds and arms have 
come from. 

First indications of their involvement 
came in 1973 when Kudret Bayhan, an 
NAP member of the Turkish senate was 
detained in France with a consignment of 
heroin. Also arrested with Bayhan were 
two other members of the NAP’s executive 
committee. In 1976 another NAP senator 
with a car boot loaded with the drug was 
arrested on the border between Italy and 
Jugoslavia. Three years later Italian police 
at Trieste arrested nineteen Turkish right 
wingers transporting a total of £2m worth 
of heroin. Some of them admitted to 
police investigators that the heroin was 
destined for the United States where it 
was to be traded for arms with under- 
world contacts. 

Enquiries into Erbakan’s involvement 
began after two Turks appeared in court 
in Duisberg West Germany charged with 


possession of four kilos of heroin. One of 
them, Halit Kahraman was formerly an 
NSP deputy from Gazientep in south 
Turkey. When they came to trial a 
number of fascists appeared in the public 
gallery, throwing the second defendant 
Nusret Gundazhan into such a panic that 
he tried to gouge open his own throat and 
had to be rushed to hospital. Kahraman 
went on to testify that Erbakan himself 
had been behind the smuggling operation, 
and further, that Erbakan was also a 
leading figure in the manufacture of the 
drug. Erbakan visited Britain only last 
September to meet with fellow muslims. 
He returned to Turkey — to be arrested 
— only the day before the army coup. 

During their investigations German 
police told reporters that they were 
convinced that there was a close con- 
nection between heroin trafficking and 
the smuggling of guns into Turkey by 
right-wing groups. Their biggest problem, 
they claimed, was that the Wolves instilled 
such fear into possible infornants that 
their usual sources refused point-blank to 
talk. 

Another NSP parliamentary deputy was 
implicated in February this year when 


Turkish police caught three women — one 
French, one Italian and an American — 
attempting to smuggle a large quantity of 
heroin out of the country. According to 
statements which they made to police, 
the women were given the drugs by NSP 
MP Halil Koban, who after being arrested, 
escaped from police custody in Istanbul. 

What is certain is that the operations 
which have come to light represent only 
a fraction of the fascists fund raising 
activities in this area. Police are convinced 
that millions of pounds worth of the drug 
has found its way to West Germany, or 
from there to the United States where it 
was either sold or traded for weapons. 

Despite the fact however that the 
supply of heroin from Turkey to Britain 
had increased dramatically, at least until 
the September coup, there does not 
appear to be any evidence that Grey 
Wolves in this country are involved. 
Sources in the Turkish community 
suggest that the fascists are more con- 
cerned with the lucrative American and 
West German markets, and that they 
simply do not have the numbers or the 
organisation in this country to handle the 
trade efficiently.

AN EXTREME racist and anti- 


Semitic organisation led by a 
member of the New National 
Front, Kenneth McKilliam, has 


been given permission to hold 
a service and wreath-laying cere- 
mony at the Cenotaph on Sunday 
November 9th. The same organi- 
sation is also supported by the 
League of St. George, the group 
with direct links with many of the 
neo-Nazis responsible for the recent 
bombing and machine gun attacks 
in Italy, Germany and France. 

Posing under the name “European 
Rememberance and Reconciliation Asso- 
ciation”, McKilliam’s organisation is in 
reality the recently formed Association 
of British ex-Servicemen (ABEX, see 
Searchlight No.64). Applicants for 
membership are being sent material 
from the “Board of Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
Deputies” which also happens to be run 
by McKilliam (no doubt by the wildest of 
coincidences). 

One document, an _ inflammatory 
appeal to the “Youth of Britain” is, to 
put it mildly, a racist and anti-Semitic 
diatribe from beginning to end. It opens 
with the statement: 


“Your country... is being taken from 
you and handed over to Khazar Jews, 
Asiatics and Negroes.”’ 


Continuing in a similar vein, its hysteria 
mounts as it goes on: 


“In white countries certain specially 
selected children of coloured races are 
to be given a better education so that 
they can become the future adminis- 
trators under the World Government.” 


Almost frothing at the mouth, the leaflet 
goes on to claim that: 


“The white population of Great 
Britain is to be reduced by two-thirds 
by the end of the century. Propaganda 
is to be increased in the mass media, 
especially on the television screen, to 
make the white race, especially the 
children, sexually attractive. White 
men are to be induced to have vasec- 
tomy, white women to be sterilised. 
Abortions are to be made more 
popular and the sperm of other races 
to be implanted in white women 
unable to have children by their own 
spouses. Homosexuality is to be 
popularised for white youth and white

combat. You have traitors to the 
nation in high places.’”’ 


Another document enclosed with the 
ABEX material is called “Slavery Today”’. 
Typical of this anti-Semitic tirade is the 
section headed ‘“‘Khazars Declare War’’. 


“The Khazar Jew, ‘Rabbi Rabbino- 
vitch’, stated at a special meeting of 
the emergency council of European 
Rabbis in Budapest on January 12th 
1952: our control commission, in the 
interests of peace and wiping out inter- 
racial tension, will forbid the whites 
to cohabit with whites, the white 
women must cohabit with members 
of the dark races, the white men with 
black women. Thus the white race will 
disappear, for mixing the dark with 
the white means the end of the white 
man and our most dangerous enemy 
will become only a memory ... the 
Pax Judaica, and our race will rule 
undisputed over a world of dark 
people.” 


Latest information indicates that what 
are euphemistically called “‘fellow nation- 
alists’” from other European countries, 
who will include amongst their numbers 
members of neo-Nazi groups have been 
invited to attend.

PART 3: THE BRITISH CONNECTION 


AS RONALD REAGAN ’s reading in the opinion polls for US President moves from “hopeful” to “‘possible”’ 
or “probable’’, the analysis of the political forces on the far right backing him takes on a new urgency. David 
Edgar has in previous issues shown the growth of the US “neo-Conservatives” and “New Right”, with their 
popular support based on anti-feminism, “defence of the family”, anti-permissiveness, and opposition to black 
civil rights. Here, with the final piece of the jigsaw, David shows the British links with the US right. 


In the autumn of 1977, Sir Keith Joseph 
paid a visit to Washington DC. He stayed 
for six days, and met a large number 
of people, including monetarist guru 
Milton Friedman. His trip was sponsored 
and organised by an organisation called the 
Heritage Foundation, which is the main 
link between the respectable American 
neo-Conservative Movement and the wild 
men of the fundamentalist, gun-totin’, 
virulently anti-gay and anti-women, ex- 
tremist-infiltrated New Right. That the 
Heritage Foundation sponsored Sir Keith’s 
visit is no great surprise, as the Foundation 
also provides the main link between the 
American conservatives and the British 
Right. 

The Heritage Foundation, according to 
its own publicity, “is a non-partisan public 
policy research institute dedicated to 
individual freedom, limited government, 
and a strong national defence’’. Its main 
activity is to provide information and 
arguments for right-wing congressmen, in 
the form of various handouts, studies and 
“backgrounders’’. It publishes a quarterly 
journal, of sober and academic appearance, 
called Policy Review, which has provided 
a platform for prominent neo-Conser- 
vatives like Nathan Glazer and Senator 
Patrick Moynihan, and an_ impressive 
array of British talent, most of it con- 
nected with the Daily Telegraph. 

There is another side to the Heritage 
Foundation, however. It can be seen not 
in its scholarly journal or its handouts to 
politicians. It can be seen in the material 
it sends out to raise money. In February 
last year, for example, Republican 
Senator Jake Garn sent out a letter 
plugging the Foundation, concentrating 
on its campaign against socialised medi- 
cine. Garn stated that American liberals 
plan to “pass a nationalised medicine plan 
that’s a virtual carbon copy of England’s’’, 
and asked “‘what new ‘horror stories’ will 
take place at your expense and mine if 
we are saddled with a British-type health 
care system?’’. Garn answered his own 
question in dramatic fashion, enclosing 
with his letter ‘‘a copy of the kind of 
National Health identification card the 
government could force you to carry for 
the rest of your life’. The card implied 
that under a “‘British-type’’ national 
health system, patients would be denied 
any choice of doctor, or hospital, and 
that their personal medical files would be 


handed over to the government. Clearly, 
Senator Garn was not among those who 
met with Sir Keith Joseph, who, as a 
former Secretary of State for Health and 
Social Security, could have told him that

his description of the NHS was maliciously 
inaccurate. That Senator Garn should 
wish to attack any notion of public 
medicine is no surprise, however, as he is 
so far to the right that he almost falls off 
the edge. In addition to writing letters for 
Heritage, and contributing to Policy 
Review, Garn spends his time addressing 
conferences of the increasingly anti- 
Semitic World Anti-Communist League 
(as reported in the Washington Post, 
28 May 1978) and giving ‘‘exclusive” 
interviews to the weekly journal of the 
John Birch Society (Group Research 
Report, June 1979). 

The demagogic, scaremongering tone 
of Senator Garn’s letter is, of course, the 
trademark of the New Right, the network 
of groups who raise money through 
direct-mail appeals on _ social issues 
(detailed in last month’s Searchlight). 
Garn not only borrows their style; he is 
himself a link between Heritage and the 
New Right, as a contributor to the New 
Right’s house journal, the Conservative 
Digest. He is by no means the only 
person to straddle the Heritage and the 
New Right. His fellow Utah Senator 


Orrin Hatch has written for Policy 
Review and Conservative Digest, and is 
an active supporter of the key New Right 
group the Conservative Caucus. Heritage’s 
public relations consultant moved to the 
Foundation from the staff of Richard 
Viguerie, whose computer mail-out lists 
are the centre of the New Right’s fund- 
raising system. And the Heritage Foun- 
dation’s speakers’ list includes New 
Right anti-feminist campaigner Phyllis 
Schlafly and Georgia Congressman Larry 
McDonald, a self-proclaimed member of 
the John Birch Society who sits on the 
Congressional Advisory Committees both 
of the Conservative Caucus and the 
Committee for the Survival of a Free 
Congress (CSFC). 

It is the latter New Right group which 
demonstrates most clearly the symbiotic 
connection between the Heritage Foun- 
dation and the extremist New Right. 
The CSFC’s leader is Paul Weyrich, who 
has been a key figure in the recent 
alliance between the New Right and 
fundamentalist protestants. Weyrich him- 
self founded Heritage, and was its first 
President (having cut his political teeth 
working for Senator Carl T. Curtis of 
Nebraska, who is also both a writer for 
Heritage’s journal and a member of the 
Conservative Caucus). The finance for 
the founding of Heritage came from 
wealthy right-wing brewer Joseph Coors. 
According to Time Magazine, (21 May 
1979), Coors gave $20,000 seed money 
to found Heritage; in 1974 he gave a 
further $139,000, and over the next three 
years his annual contribution averaged 
over $200,000. Coors is known as a man 
generous with his largesse. In 1975, he 
told a Senate Committee that he had 
also contributed $6,000 to the John 
Birch Society. 

The departure of Weyrich from 
Heritage did not sever its organisational 
links with the New Right, however. Coors 
continues to provide funds, and in 
January 1978 he was elected to the 
Heritage Foundation trust. And _ the 
present President of Heritage, Edwin 
J. Feulner, though trying to preserve 
some distance from the fundamentalists, 
is a former aide to Congressman Philip 
Crane (one of the earliest drop-outs of 
this year’s Republican Presidential race), 
who has appeared on the radio forum of 
Clarence Manion, a well-known John 
Birch Society publicist. Crane, who has a 
habit of inserting Heritage Foundation 
material, in full, into the Congressional 
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Record (the equivalent of Hansard), 
also shares with his former employee an 
affection for the regime of South Korea. 
In 1972, Crane arranged a lunch in 
honour of South Korean right-wing cult 
leader Sun Myung Moon. According to 
the Washington Post (16 November 
1976), Ed Feulner arranged a trip by 
congressmen to view the wonders of 
South Korea. The (then) regime of 
President Park is not the only Third 
World dictatorship to enjoy the respect of 
the Heritage Foundation. Dinner guests 
of the Heritage Foundation have included 
Ian Smith and a notable from Taiwan 
(not to mention Frank Joseph Strauss 
of the German CSU and our own Rhodes 
Boyson). 

It is significant, therefore, that the 
Heritage Foundation, founded, funded 
and sustained by groups and individuals 
on the outer right-wing fringes of 
American politics, has also provided 
a platform for the respectable, academic 
ex-liberals of the neo-Conservative Move- 
ment. The main link between Heritage 
and the neo-Conservatives has been 
through the Heritage’s journal Policy 
Review, founded in the summer of 1977. 
As stated, Policy Review is a sober- 
looking publication, with none of the 
stridency associated with the New Right, 
and a fitting home for the thoughts of 
prominent neo-Conservatives like Nathan 
Glazer of Harvard, Eugene V. Rostow of 
Yale, and Senator Moynihan of New 
York. It was also, however, considered 
a fit home for Roger Pearson, one of 
the founders of the “‘pan nordic” and 
highly sinister Northern League, and the 
President of the North American chapter 
of WACL (British-born Pearson took over 
this post after the previous incumbent 
resigned over WACL’s increased anti- 
Semitism). Pearson’s racial ideas have 
been well documented in Searchlight 
(see, particularly, Nos.38 and 53 and 
our pamphlet Psychology, Racism and 
Fascism). He served as a member of the 
editorial board of Policy Review for at 
least the first three issues. In the third — 
winter 1978 — edition, Pearson’s co- 
editors included a veritable battery of 
British talent: novelist Kingsley Amis, 
ex-FA leader Robert Moss, Daily Tele- 
graph writer John O’Sullivan and Stephen 
Haseler. 

Pearson has left the Policy Review 
editorial board (though, as stated above, 
Senators Jake Garn and Carl Curtis 
retained contacts with the Heritage 
Foundation, and both have written 
monographs published by Pearson). The 
considerable British connection has con- 
tinued, however. In addition to Amis, 
Moss and Haseler on the editorial board, a 
large number of British contributors have 
graced the pages of Policy Review: 
including the anti-Soviet writer Robert 
Conquest, T.E. Utley (Daily Telegraph), 
Ronald Butt (Sunday Times), Peter Bauer 
(LSE), and MPs Julian Amery and Winston 
Churchill. And, in Autumn 1979, John 
O’Sullivan of the Daily Telegraph became 
Policy Review’s editor. 

The case of Stephen Haseler is perhaps 
the most interesting. Haseler, described 
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Thankyou Britain 


“My reactions to Britain are pleasant 
because I have never seen so much 
unusual and marvellous hospitality 
everywhere we went. Your organisation 
NAFF and the organisation CUT are 
off the ground. I hope the publicity 
that the news media were generous to 
give us here — and I thought it was 
very extensive —””

by Heritage as a “‘former British Labour 
Party leader’, is of course chairman of 
the Social Democratic Alliance, which 
plans to put up “‘moderate”’ candidates to 
oppose left-wing Labour MPs at the next 
election. How “‘moderate” Haseler is can 
perhaps be judged by his connection with 
the Heritage Foundation, of which he 
was a “distinguished scholar” in 1977-8, 
in addition to his responsibilities as a 
member of the editorial board. Perhaps 
wisely, Haseler does not list his Heritage 
credentials on the dust-jacket of his new 
book The Tragedy of Labour. In the 
introduction, he does confess to being 
“one who has been intimately involved 
in the politics of the left for over two 
decades”. It would not be fitting, perhaps, 
to have revealed that he has been, at least 
since 1977-8, also intimately involved 
with the politics of an ultra-conservative 
Washington think-tank. 

The Heritage Foundation, with its 
connections with the Daily Telegraph, 
the Freedom Association, the Conser- 
vative Party and indirectly — through Sir 
Keith Joseph — the Conservative Govern- 
ment, provides the closest link between 
the Right in Britain and America. It is not 
the only link, however. The National 
Review, mouthpiece of William F. 
Buckley, and the leading Conservative 
American journal for two decades, has 
carried articles by Ferdinand Mount 
(Daily Telegraph, the Spectator), and 
regular pieces by Brian Crozier of the 
Institute for the Study of Conflict (Ernest 
Lefever, a member of the American 
branch of Crozier’s Institute, is also on 
the Editorial Board of Policy Review). 
And right-wing British journalist Anthony 
Lejeune is listed as the British contributing 
editor of Buckley’s magazine. 

Finally, it would be wrong to imply that 
inter-continental Conservative travelling 
is all a one-way affair. Howard Jarvis is 
the politician who promoted and won 


California’s famous ‘Proposition 13”, 
that reduced property taxes. Jarvis is not 
just a fiscal conservative, however. Last 
year, he wrote a laudatory introduction 
to a book (Tax Target Washington) by 
the John Birch Society’s chief ideologue 
Gary Allen, and was interviewed with 
Allen in the Birch weekly (11 April, 
1979). Jarvis also appeared (in September 
1978) on the letterhead of the United 
Congressional Appeal, a front organi- 
sation of the Liberty Lobby, and was a 
speaker at the Lobby’s second national 
convention in April 1970. The Liberty 
Lobby was founded by a Willis Carto, 
who stated that “‘Hitler’s defeat was the 
defeat of Europe and America’’, and its 
paper Spotlight regularly attacks Jews 
and promotes the vicious myth that 
the Nazi holocaust of the Jews was a 
fabrication. Finally, in June 1978, Jarvis 
spoke at a rally in Claremont, California, 
organised by the American National 
Socialist Party. Jarvis’s comment: “I don’t 
care who was sponsoring the rally’’. 

In December 1978, Jarvis visited 
Britain. His visit — which included talks 
with Mrs Thatcher and Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, was sponsored by the Freedom 
Association, with much rhetoric: “Jarvis 
is Coming’’, announced the Free Nation 
on 24 November; “‘Welcome, Mr Jarvis’, 
it cried on 8 December; “Thank you 
Britain”, stated Jarvis himself in the 
Free Nation on 22 December, just above 
a New Year message from Margaret 
Thatcher. Jarvis’s parting message was to 
“strongly urge all citizens” to join the FA. 

The fact that Jarvis has connections 
with sinister, authoritarian right-wing 
organisations may well not be known to 
the Freedom Association. The intimate 
relationship of the Heritage Foundation 
with protestant fundamentalism and 
members of the John Birch Society 
may well be unknown both to its neo- 
Conservative contributors and to its 
British associates. But one thing is clear 
from the present state of the American 
Right. Despite the fashionable calls for 
free-market economics and anti-state 
politics, the movements and organisations 
backing the Reagan candidature are united 
in believing that the really important 
issues on which to campaign are not taxes 
and government spending and the money 
supply. The American Right is gaining its 
impetus rather from its campaign against 
abortion, against homosexuality, against 
feminism, against desegregation of the 
schools and detente with the Soviet 
Union. For all the talk of individual 
freedom, the groundswell of the right- 
ward swing in America, to which so 
many of our own Conservatives are 
making such a contribution, is the call 
for a strengthening of the family, the 
repression of minorities, militarism and 
increased authoritarianism. And as the 
economics of monetarism crumble in 
Britain, and the Thatcher Government 
considers ways to counter the social 
unrest that it has itself created, we would 
do well to take seriously the shift to the 
authoritarian, collectivist right among 
American Conservatives and their British 
collaborators. 


WHAT THEIR 
PA PERS SAY 


IT’S SO hard to take the fascist papers 
seriously; after all, month after month, 
they say the same old barmy things. 
And what a bunch of dafties they are, 
squabbling po-faced amongst themselves 
about the finer points of racial purity and 
the ways in which half-a-dozen racial 
comrades from Hove, or Hornchurch, or 
wherever, can take over the world the day 
after next. Perhaps a new leaflet will do 
the trick, or another march, or a letter to 
the local newspaper, or by Crikey with an 
extra effort all three ploys will bring 
about the racial utopia. 

September’s Excalibur is a classic case 
in point, produced by the snappily 
named National Front Constitutional 
Movement. The cover sports an obscure 
little ode which starts: “What Ho, O 
Dragon! Prithee, why so angry? Hath 
some foul fellow stole thy treasure?’’. 
And, what ho, we’re off again, O Reader, 
to the lesser reaches of logic and reason. 

Excalibur is full of those hints to less 
imaginative comrades about the ways of 
obtaining power and influence. For 
example, there’s a long piece telling NF 
Constitutional Movers (if that’s the right 
term) how to stand for local election. 
And it’s full of all the right, up-to-the- 
minute jargon: ““we must take a longer 
view and accept that we are in an on- 
going situation’’. 

The ongoing advice to the local branch 
is first to select a ward in which to 
contest and election and secondly (and 
this stage should not be omitted) to select 
a candidate. It’s this second stage which 
produces the most ongoing headaches 
because the candidates “should not only 
be intelligent and articulate, but also be 
prepared to work on their own’’. 

For sake of argument, let’s pretend for 
the moment that a suitably intelligent 
and articulate Constitutional Mover has 
been discovered. The next stage is to 
produce a leaflet: “the prospective 
candidate should be introduced, with a 
brief description, and, if possible, with a 
nice photo”. It seems that the nice 
photo has presented a wee problem for 
candidates in the past. Ever practical, 
Excalibur proffers a helping hand: 


“These photographs must be taken by 
a professional photographer and not 
be holiday snapshots or the product of 
‘Photo Me’ machines.”’ 


Pictures of racial candidates sitting in 
deckchairs, trouser legs rolled up and 
knotted handkerchiefs on head, have 
not been attracting the massive votes 


which are the due of Constitutional 
Movers. 

After obtaining a suitably nice photo, 
the intelligent and articulate candidate is 
then ready for off. The first thing to do is 
to cast around for some matters on which 
weighty stands can be made. It’s no good 
being articulate and ongoing if one’s got 
nothing to be articulate and ongoing 
about. So the candidate’s got to be 
“looking for issues that can be raised — 
all manner of things, cracked pavements, 
derelict land and houses, traffic problems, 
and so on”. 

Unfortunately, not all Constitutional 
Movers will be observant enough to spot 
the requisite number of cracked pave- 
ments and traffic problems. However, 
other paths to glory are possible, as 
A. Carlin explains in an article entitled 
‘Furthering the Cause’: 


“Many of our less active party mem- 
bers, or those to whom street activities 
are anathema, can serve the cause of 
British Nationalism in a host of 
discreet and subtle ways.” 


Those racial comrades, wishing to 
avoid the problems of the streets, are 
advised that “‘opportunities are there to 
infiltrate the Trades Unions” or there is 
the ongoing opportunity of “joining 
voluntary organisations” or even “in- 
filtrating the other political parties 
(the divided Labour Party could be an 
ideal target) using their resources and 
organisation to further nationalist aims’’. 

But, above all other things, there’s one 
opportunity that must not be missed: 
“How many, I wonder, have considered 
the tremendous influence exerted at 
Local Government level by magistrates, 
the sort of appointment that could 
be within the reach of many of our 
members’’. 

All the potential magistrate needs is 
“character, integrity and understanding 
of human problems’’, although Excalibur 
does warn that “anyone not in complete 
control of their faculties cannot be 
considered”. The real advantage, it 
appears, is that no nice photo is necessary. 

All in all, recommends Excalibur, the 
“genuine and concerned British National- 
ist” should not be deterred “from serving 
his community and country”: “By 
achieving Nationalist representation on 
the Bench we have the chance to tip the 
balance . . . It’s a challenge for many of 
our compatriots to consider seriously”’. 

* * * 
PERHAPS the Constitutional Movement’s 


own bigwig Andrew Fountaine will have a 
bash at the bench. Excalibur prints a letter 
from him, which overflows with passion 
at the injustice of Britain’s immigration 
policies. Not for Mr Fountaine mealy- 
mouthed immigration policies which keep 
deposed Shahs from our shores: ‘Our 
Whitehall Warriors swallowed their De- 
tente Pills and buried their heads under 
the Persian Carpet, while Washington 
played its cynical charade of musical 
chairs’. 

Mr Fountaine has a new, and some- 
what unexpected, hero: “from out of 
the Valley of Kings stepped a man, 
contemptuous of the cowardice of 
Equals and scornful of gigantic threat, 
he took the stricken Monarch by the 
hand; succoured him and gave him a 
burial worthy of a King, his name is 
Sadat of Egypt’’. Elsewhere, naturally, 
Excalibur reverts to its customary stance 
on foreign immigration and balances 
Fountaine’s purple prose with a red- 
blooded editorial attacking Arab land- 
lords in Britain, (did you know that some 
Britons have found ‘“‘Mosques being built 
between them and their view of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum’’?). 

In addition there’s a lament by Robin 
Beauclair that even if we can’t see our 
favourite museums, “‘we see our high 
civilisation and decent way of life de- 
generate ... and all because there can be 
no pride in a dirty country”. Predictably 
Mr Beauclair goes on a bit about “the 
evils of race mixing” (“‘just think, if there 
were no immigrant communities .. . 
the menace of tropical diseases would 
disappear’) and about the immigration 
‘invasion’. And then with one of those 
sly digs that all intelligent and articulate 
fascists know how to recognise, Mr 
Beauclair announces that an invasion by 
Germany during the last war “‘could not 
have been half so deadly as the one that 
has latterly befallen us’’. 

That’s the sort of hint to let Excalibur 
readers know that Mr Beauclair has 
certain opinions onthe subject of Nazism. 
And well might he, since he is one of the 
leading lights of Historical Review Press, 
which publishes all sorts of material 
counterposing the pleasantness of Nazis 
with the awfulness of Jews, blacks, 
browns, yellows and anyone else not 
suitably Aryan. 

Historical Review Press advertises 
its wares regularly in John Tyndall’s 
Spearhead magazine, and September’s 
issue contains the now customary an- 
nouncement. Of course, a couple of 
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years back, when Tyndall was keen to see 
that NF candidates should be nicely 
photographed without tell-tale uniforms, 
Spearhead wouldn’t touch Historical 
Review Press adverts with the proverbial 
barge-pole. But nowadays there’s little too 
extreme for the columns of Spearhead.

LIKE Mr Beauclair, Spearhead too 
complains of degeneracy, bemoaning the 
fact that “the tone-setting elite is no 
longer drawn from the upper middle 
class but from the dregs of society’. 
Predictably, there’s the call to introduce 
capital punishment together with “the 
lash and the birch’’. This article is accom- 
panied by a photo of some not-very-nice 
long-haired youngsters: the caption read 
“These useless looking erks are typical 
soft society products’’. 

But pride of place must go to another 
of Mr Tyndall’s creative uses of logic, as 
he outlines the truth behind the Polish 
ship-workers strike in Gdansk — sorry, 
Danzig (Mr Tyndall is always a stickler 
for using German spellings). One can only 
watch in admiration as he fits another 
piece of the world’s jig-saw into its place 
in the world Jewish conspiracy. 

Only the merest of summaries is 
possible here. What happened was that in 
the old days of the Russian Revolution 
“the political bosses were almost entirely 
people belonging to the same race as the 
masters of the Money Power themselves, 
and for a time this racial tie ensured an 
amicable co-ordination between the ruling 
regimes of East and West”. However with 
the passing of years there was a ‘‘weaken- 
ing of the Jewish and the strengthening of 
the Gentile element in the Soviet power 
structure”. So much so that nowadays 
Marxism has alongside its ‘Jewish ele- 
ment”’ its ‘“‘Asiatic element’’, represented 
today by Brezhnev ‘“‘judging by his 
physical appearance’’. 

Mr Tyndall explains that the Asiatic 
element is preventing the Jewish element 
from placing “power in the hands of the 
Elders of Zion’. And this is where the 
Polish workers come in. They’re being 
egged on by the Jewish element, who 
incidentally control the Western economy 
as well. Now the fact that the Polish 
workers are Catholic, rather than obli- 
gingly being Jewish, makes it all a bit 
complicated. Even Mr Tyndall seems a 
bit stumped by this one: ‘“‘Much remains 
still to be revealed about the forces at 
work behind the changes in Poland — for 
instance the precise role of the Catholic 
Church which was well to the fore in 
Danzig”’. 

Mr Tyndall’s hunch, and he admits 
that it’s just a hunch, is that there might 
well now be a joint Jewish-Catholic 
conspiracy (“‘a New York-Rome axis’, to 
use Mr T’s technical term) which is 
setting up the Polish workers. Of course, 
you can never be sure — “things these 
days are seldom as they appear’? — and 
perhaps later events will show the Polish 
workers to have all been secret Jews after 
all. Mr Tyndall has nothing if not an open 
mind. 

He even tells us where he got all his 
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strange ideas from: “in my own case 
there is a debt to A.N. Field, Gottfried 
Feder and George Knupffer”. Feld and 
Knupffer are specialists in the Jewish 
conspiracy and their works have appeared 
regularly on NF booklists. But in naming 
Feder, Tyndall is indulging in the same 
little sly wink that Beauclair did in 
Excalibur. Feder was one of the handful 
of founding members of the German Nazi 
part back in the early 1920s and, in fact, 
drafted its original statement of principles, 
which so impressed Hitler. Even Mr 
Tyndall, though he might take advertise- 
ments for the Historical Review Press and 
though he might allow himself the 
occasional rant against the Elders of Zion, 
still can’t quite bring himself to admit in 
public that he owes it all to Adolf Hitler. 
So Feder will do for the time being. 
* * * 


MENTION of Hitler and the Nazi party’s 
statement of principles brings us to our 
third fascist publication of the month: 
The National Socialist, produced by the 
World Union of National Socialists. No 
sly winks and nice photos here, as this 
new magazine flaunts its obvious Nazism. 

As the editorial says, this is the second 
effort by the World Union of National 
Socialists to produce such a magazine. 
The first effort was back in the 1960s 
when John Tyndall was affiliated to the 
World Union and Andrew Fountaine 
made few bones about his views. That 
was in the days before they were urging 
their racial chums to pose for nice elec- 
tioneering snapshots — a development 
much criticised by The National Socialist, 
which heaps scorn upon withering scorn on 
such “watered-down National Socialists’. 

No namby-pamby local elections for 
the World Union of National Socialists: 
“We know exactly who we are speaking 
to and we know precisely what we want 
to accomplish”. They have a “Two-Year 
Plan” for draining off all the watery bits 
which have crept into Nazism: ‘“‘The 
purpose of THE NATIONAL SOCIALIST 
is to provide instruction in the National 
Socialist world view to existing and future 
Movement leadership cadres’. 

And like old Gottfried Feder of long 
ago, the World Union starts with a 
“twelve-point programme’. If you're 
going to have a twelve-point programme, 
in addition to a two-year plan, you might 
as well aim for the top. And so the “pre- 
amble” to points one-to-twelve non- 
chalantly states that “‘the Party struggles 
for the establishment of a world-wide 
New Order for the Aryan race under the 
auspices of the World Union of National 
Socialists’’. 

Then follows a whole lot of stuff about 
“racial community”, “‘racial solidarity’, 
Aryan man as “‘the natural breadwinner’”’ 
and Aryan woman as “the natural home- 
maker’’. However, things really start 
hotting up when the topic gets round to 
the Jews, as it always does in this sort of 
magazine. We hear about “‘the biologically- 
determined Jewish drive to destroy, 
subvert and pervert the whole Aryan 
ethos and culture’. Then there’s the 
Jew’s “compulsion .. . always to defecate 


on a well-scrubbed floor’’, not to mention 
the type of Jew whose “hair is usually 
borderline-kinky, and whose blue eyes 
have .that pale, codfish, heavy-lidded 
look’’. And of course, since all obsessions 
get a water-free airing, the subject turns 
to sex and we learn that “‘Jewish sex-life 
is notoriously joyless and unsatisfying’’, 
and, as right-thinking Aryans are well 
aware, “this partly explains the endless 
Jewish promotion of pornography, public 


indecency, toleration of sexual aber- 
rations, filthy speech and so on”’. 

* * * 
AND on and on it goes . . . How indeed 


can one take such unpleasant absurdity 
seriously, or debate the finer points of 
Mr Tyndall’s Polish theories, or try to 
disentangle Mr Fountaine’s syntax? It’s 
all so topsy-turvy, a parody of logic run 
riot, that there’s nowhere to interject a 
quiet ‘hold on a minute’, or a ‘let’s 
get things straight’. There’s no entry to 
reason. 

Yet, incredible though it might seem, 
the fascists take it all so seriously. Mr 
Beauclair in Excalibur is sincere with his 
obsession that “the consequences of 
doing nothing about the evil of race- 
mixing are so awful that they must not be 
ignored any longer — by anybody!’’. And 
the obsession is so urgent that he gives 
the country, indeed the world, only ten 
years to save itself — eight years longer, at 
least, than the dire earnestness of The 
National Socialist promises us. 

It’s not just that all these views have 
stepped straight from the terrible 
traditions of Nazism. Even The National 
Socialist, like Tyndall each month in 
Spearhead, claims that its views are not 
“dominated by race-hatred’’. And there’s 
no reason for doubting that most, if 
not all, of them actually believe that 
stuff about the Holocaust never having 
happened. 

But it doesn’t matter whether they 
believe it or don’t; nor does it matter 
whether they think of themselves as 
gentle souls or not. Nor, for that matter, 
does it matter whether they produce the 
nice photos or spot the cracked paving 
stones. Their chances of becoming 
magistrates, let alone justices of petty 
assizes, must vanish every time they open 
their mouths to air a pet theory. 

But this is what makes it all so des- 
perate. Beneath the crackpot idiocy there 
is, and always will be, an undercurrent of 
violence. Partly, of course, the fascists 
have always attracted those of a sparky 
temperament, but in addition there’s 
the violence bred out of desperation — 
the feeling that all the monsters which 
people their imagination must be stopped, 
anyway, anyhow, before it’s too late. 
The National Socialist, considering “‘all 
the signs of darkness around us’’, urges 
that “leading party comrades”’ be instruc- 
ted in “‘certain revolutionary skills’’. 

Just what these skills are should need 
little elaboration. The exploded remains 
of citizens of Bologna, Munich, Paris and 
who knows where next, are the senseless 
products of the senselessness which is 
with us month after month. 
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Klan ‘special unit’ 
steps up military

training 
KU KLUX KLAN members in northern 
Alabama recently allowed three newspaper 
reporters to observe military training 
being carried out at a secret Klan camp 
near Cullman, the scene last year of 
armed attacks by Klansmen on rallies 
organised by black people. 

The Klansmen, who paraded with 
automatic weapons and in full camouflage 
military fatigue uniforms were part of a 
Klan ‘Special Forces’ unit. Calling them- 
selves ‘My Lai’ after the Vietnamese 
village whose inhabitants were murdered 
by American soldiers, the group was set 
up about twelve months ago. It is run by 
35 year old Roger Handley, a sheet metal 
worker, and is attached to Bill Wilkinson’s 
‘Invisible Empire, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan’. Handley is the Invisible Empire’s 
Alabama ‘Grand Dragon’ and its national 
vice-president. He told the reporters that 
the unit they saw practicing on a firing 
range and running an obstacle course was 
only one of several which had been set up 
in the state. 

In this particular case the Klan ob- 
viously has an eye to possible demon- 
strations by black people if the retrial of 
Tommy Lee Hines in Decatur is allowed 
to go ahead. Hines, a mentally retarded 
black has had one conviction for raping a 
white woman laid aside after an appeal 
court agreed that the racial campaigns 
against him in Alabama made a fair trial 
impossible. Now his mental competency 
to plead in a retrial is being considered 
by another court. According to Handley 
“Tf he’s convicted black people will turn 
Birmingham into another Miami. We 
won't stand for them killing white 
people. The Klan Special Forces will 
wade through the blood to retaliate’’. 

An FBI officer in Birmingham, 
Alabama described the ‘Special Unit’ 
as “the most unpredictable of all the Klan 
groups . .. and I guess that would make 
them potentially the most dangerous’’. 

Bill Wilkinson, the ‘Invisible Empire’s’ 
Leader was himself arrested at a Klan 
rally in Scotland, Conneticut in September 


after being found in possession of a 
loaded pistol. Klansmen and counter- 
demonstrators clashed after a 50 foot 
cross was set alight in a cow pasture. 
Nine people were arrested and eight hurt 
at the first Klan rally in the State for over 
70 years. 

A local police spokesman said later 
that dozens of knives, clubs and axe 
handles were confiscated from the three 
dozen Klansmen who attended the rally. 

In Chicago a US court has upheld a 
decision by the army to refuse to allowa 
known Nazi to join a student Reserve 
Officer Corps. 

According to a ruling handed down by 
the 7th US Circuit Court of Appeals, 
William Blameuser’s right to free speech 
was not violated by the ban on his recruit- 
ment to the ROTC unit at St. Norbert 
College at De Pere, Wisconsin two years 
ago. The court ruled that Blameuser’s 
Nazi views were “incompatible with an 
important public office’. 


Concern over police 
involvement in 


Nazi groups 


THE FASCIST car bomb which killed 
four people in Paris in October was the 
bloody climax of a wave of attacks which 
have swept several French cities since 
June. At least 40 bombings and shootings 
have been recorded which can be attri- 
buted to Nazi groups, but although the 
Federation for European Action (FANE) 
and the National Revolutionary Move- 
ment (MNR) have claimed responsibility, 
police have so far failed to track down 
those responsible. 

The violence began in June when a 
number of explosions occurred in the 
Paris area; at the offices of Aeroflot the 
Soviet airline, at the home of a Jewish 
fashion designer, and at the offices of the 
anti-racist organisation MRAP. As a result 
French police raided and arrested leading 
members of FANE and the MNR including 
their respective leaders Marc Frederickson 
and Jean-Gilles Malliarkis. Following the 
police investigation FANE was banned 


in September by Interior Minister M. 
Christian Bonnet. 

The attacks launched since mid- 
September promised all along to be 
more deadly. On the 22nd Nazis burned 
out the flat of human rights campaigner 
Henri Nogueres. Four days later four 
Jewish targets (a creche, a school, a 
synagogue and a memorial to the un- 
known Jewish martyr) were machine- 
gunned during the night. The school was 
also daubed with the words “FANE is 
dead. Long live FAFS’’. Then on Sunday 
28th a second synagogue was sprayed 
with machine gun bullets. 

The worst atrocity occurred on the 
evening of October 3rd. A car bomb 
exploded outside the synagogue on the 
rue Copernic in the 16th arrondisement, 
killing five passers-by. It had clearly been 
timed to go off at the time when, as a 
rule, the congregation would have been 
pouring out of the building. A massacre 
was averted only by chance: on this 
occasion the service lasted a little longer 
than usual. There were about 400 wor- 
shippers in the synagogue at the time. 
Jean-Pierre Bloch, president of the 
International League Against Racism 
and Anti-Semitism said: “If the bomb 
had gone off as the killers had planned it, 
there would have been 100 dead’”’. 

The murders were followed by a 
wave of protests and demonstrations; 
many were called by Jewish organisations 
to demand greater police protection, 
but they were joined by thousands 
of non-Jews. A demonstration called 
on October 7th saw a massive crowd 
of over 300,000 march through the 
streets of the French capital. Even so, 
attacks on Jewish property were carried 
out in Marseilles and Nice on the same 
day. According to police, the murders on 
the rue Copernic were the worst act of 
anti-Semitic violence since the Nazi 
occupation ended in 1944. 

The main focus however has become 
the extent to which members of the 
police force have become involved with 
the Nazi groups responsible. At a press 
conference only days after the bombing, 
Jose Delthorn, secretary of the police 
union told reporters that the police 
special branch had a complete FANE 
membership list, but that 20% of the 
group’s members were policemen. 

In Nice where former intelligence 
policeman Paul-Louis Durand had been 
cultivating links on behalf of FANE 
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with - expatriate Nazi terrorists from 
Italy, a number of attacks on Jewish 
property — restaurants, synagogues and 
cemeteries — have led to the arrest of 
seven people, thought to be FANE 
members. Nice and Paris are considered 
to have been the organisations two main 
strongholds. 

Days after the Paris murders the offices 
which served as the headquarters of 
the European National Fascists, an 
organisation launched to replace the 
banned FANE, were sacked by angry 
anti-fascists. 


TURKEY 


Mixed reaction to 
army coup from 
far right 


THE MILITARY coup in Turkey led by 
General Evren has been greeted with a 
stunning silence in the West — outside 
that is of NATO where it was gleefully 
welcomed. Part of that silence is to do 
with a sense of genuine relief that perhaps 
the appalling and systematic campaigns 
of political murder would now be brought 
to a halt. The much publicised ‘even- 
handedness’ of the army in dealing with 
violence, and its early  softly-softly 
approach have made an important con- 
tribution to mollifying the concern that 
many people instinctively feel when 
armies move in to take power. What this 
depressing consensus ignores is that the 
coup was the intended outcome (as 
we have stressed before) of a classic 
‘strategy of tension’ launched more than 
two years ago by the fascist Grey Wolves, 
and carried through over the bodies of 
literally thousands of trades unionists and 
democrats. 

The Grey Wolves are nothing more 
than the terrorist wing of Alpaslan 
Turkes’s Nationalist Action Party. The 
NAP, competing on the far right with 
the larger and more successful Justice 
Party of Suleyman Demirel, only ever 
managed to win minor representation in 
Parliament. In the hung Parliament which 
resulted from the by-election defeats of 
Bulent Ecevit’s Republican Peoples’ Party 
in 1979 however, they found themselves 
with their co-thinkers in the National 
Salvation Party (NSP) holding the balance 
of power. This weight was thrown behind 
Demirel to enable him to govern, till he 
was ousted by the army. But the de facto 
trade demanded by the NAP was that the 
government should give a more or less 
free hand to its Grey Wolf killer squads. 
With NAP sympathisers placed high in 
the Civil Service, the courts, the police, 
and the army, the situation could lead in 
only one direction: to a rapid escalation 
of Grey Wolf terror, concluding with the 
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army intervention for which they so 
frequently called. 

The terror before Demirel took office 
was appalling enough. Thousands died 
but throughout the RPP government 
signally failed to take the measures 
necessary to crush the Wolves. With 
Demirel the situation got worse, until in 
the weeks before the coup almost twenty 
people were being killed each day. No 
one denies that certain leftist groups 
made their contribution, and on occasions, 
such as the assassination of NAP deputy- 
chairman Gun Sazak in May, their actions 
provided pretexts for the Wolves to 
unleash even bloodier reprisals. But as 
we have pointed out repeatedly, and 
with much supporting evidence, the Grey 
Wolves had no serious rivals in the murder 
stakes. 

The NAP’s ideal scenario involved a 
coup led by army officers sympathetic to 
them, who would leave them a free hand 
while cracking down on the unions and 
battering the left. So far, the coup has 
not been ideal: their leader Turkes is 
in gaol and faces criminal charges along 
with some of their parliamentary deputies; 
their headquarters and offices have been 
closed down and quantities of arms 
seized. But the NAP is far from un- 
happy. In the Pasticulas universities for 
instance, which they control the coup 
was greeted with applause, and it is 
widely considered that Turkes would 
never have surrendered had assurances 


A TURKISH trade unionist who 
has recently come to Britain spoke 
to Searchlight at the beginning of 
October about the events of the 
coup and the reactions of people 
in Turkey. By talking to us he risks 
a 12 month prison sentence under 
the Generals’ draconian press laws. 
r4 WHILE I was travelling from 

Ankara to Istanbul the day before 
the coup there were tanks everywhere. 
Police were checking identity cards and 
searching cars and people, but nobody 
thought that there would be a coup. This 
sort of thing had happened often in the 
past and the coup never materialised, so 
we thought ‘Oh well it won’t happen this 
time either’. Tanks aren’t an unusual 
sight in Turkey. Then we woke up next 
morning and there had been a coup and a 
curfew was imposed. 

The curfew was lifted the next day, 
and apart from the fact that all you could 
hear on the radio were the statements of 
the Generals and that there were now 
army checkpoints outside the cities as 
well as inside, things felt pretty much the 
same. People were just wondering what 
was going to happen. 

For the first few days people didn’t 
react much, and nothing much happened. 
In fact some people were saying that the 
army was not harsh enough! But by 
Monday, after the arrests had begun and 
caretakers of blocks of flats had been 
ordered to hand in lists of names of all 
their tenants, I think people began to 


not been given to him. The NAP still have 
much support in the higher ranks of the 
army, and there is much speculation in 
Turkey that a second coup, led by 
elements far to the right of General 
Evren might be on the cards. 


SPAIN 


Seven injured in 


bomb attacks 


TWO WOMEN sitting in a beauty parlour 
were among seven people injured when 
two bombs were exploded in the Basque 
city of Pamplona by fascists in late 
September. 

The bombs, which went off at the 
local Communist Party headquarters and 
the offices of the Socialist trade union 
the UGT, caused extensive damage but 
so far no organisation has claimed respon- 
sibility. It is commonly accepted that a 
neo-fascist group, probably the Spanish 
Basque Battalions who are becoming 
increasingly active in the region were 
responsible. 

The bombs were hurled through the 
doors of the buildings and exploded on 
impact. One of the injured women lost an 
eye in the attack. 


realise that it wasn’t all going to be roses. 

Most people attribute the coup to the 
terror, but it’s amazing, most of them 
connect the terror to the economy of the 
country straightaway. Generally, people 
believe that strong economic measures 
were bound to be introduced at some 
point, the economy was in such a mess. 
It’s more the need to bring in these 
measures than the terror which seems to 
have prompted the coup. A taxi driver I 
spoke to said ‘OK, they may stop the 
terror and stop the strikes — but what 
next?’. Everybody was asking that. 

At the moment the army looks pretty 
united, but there are differences amongst 
the leaders, so I don’t think it can stay 
like this for long. Turkes, the NAP leader 
has a lot of support in the army, and 
people are convinced that he wouldn’t 
have surrendered without assurances that 
it was safe to do so. Either Evren will 
have to crush Turkes and his supporters 
or they will launch another coup against 
Evren. But for the moment Evren can’t 
touch him because of the support he has. 
Even now members of the NAP who were 
arrested after the coup are being released. 
The widespread arrests are being carried 
out against the left. 

One of the most sinister developments 
is evidence that the army have been 
falsifying statements obtained from 
prisoners to implicate all the left parties 
in the terror campaign. With the press in 
the west describing the coup as an inter- 
vention made necessary by the political 
violence it will be very easy for the army 
to try to identify the opposition 99 
abroad with the terrorists. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


NF GROUP TRY OUT 
COMMUNITY RADIO STATION 


When Yvonne Carden approached Community 
Radio Milton Keynes as one of “fa bunch of 
housewives” who wanted to make a programme 
about early English folk music, the programme 
organisers were so taken with the idea they 
offered to make it into a 13-part series. But 
when the local paper, the Gazette revealed that 
Ms Carden and her housewives were all active 
NF members, their enthusiasm turned to horror. 

“We have been conned”’, said producer Roy 
Simpson. “I feel very angry if this lady has 
tried to use the facilities of this station for a 
surreptitious and nasty form of politics’. 

Ms Carden said she thought that Mr Simpson 
would have known of her involvement with the 
NF as her name was well known in the area. 
“The programme was to be about nationalist 
songs”, she said. ““We would have liked some 
publicity out of the programmes which are to 
be about things like the Boer War, First World 
War and Second World War. We are also going 
to point out different periods of history when 
folk music was sung”’. 

Station director Ray Price promised to vet 
very closely any scripts produced by Ms Carden. 
He said, “We are non-racist and non-sectarian. 
If this lady wants to make programmes without 
NF overtones it will be alright. There is no way 
they’re going to get any credit for making such 
a programme”’. 


WRITING ON THE WALL 

Ex-school teacher Steve Brady, suspended from 
his job earlier in the year because of his political 
activities, was caught by the police just as he 
was putting finishing touches to a 4 foot high 
swastika and the slogan “‘We rise again” on the 
wall of a Brighton Scout shop. Brady told the 
police, ““You have got me dead to rights” and 
later was ordered to pay a fine of £145. The 
court was told that Brady was very sorry and 
would clean it off if he got. a chance. He had 
come to Brighton to look for a job and was 
staying in Madeira Place. Rather coincidentally 
the name of the prosecutor was Mr Harry 
Hancock. 


International Round-up continued 


WAR CRIMES 


SS man 
pleads guilty 


FORMER SS Colonel Kurt Christmann 
who, as head of a special operations unit 
in Southern Russia in 1942 is alleged to 
have ordered the murder of hundreds of 
men, women and children, came to trial 
in Munich in early October. 

Christmann has pleaded guilty to the 
charges which have been made after an 
18 year enquiry by German police. 

In Hamburg, another ex-SS_ man, 
former Captain Karl Essig, now 71, has 
been charged with the murder in 1943 of 
a polish prisoner at Kielce. 


WELSH ORGANISER QUITS 


The organiser of the National Front in Wales has 
left the party in disgust at the way they were 
heading for “political oblivion’. Mr Stephen 
Newman accused the Front of “pathetically 
grabbing at any straw they could in the hope of 
getting some publicity”. The leadership had 
broken into “warring factions” and most of the 
local members were too lazy to attend meetings. 

Richard Verrall said that Newman would be 
replaced. Newman has not said what he intends 
to do next. 


NF MARCH THROUGH PRESTON 


The National Front held a demonstration 
estimated at up to 800 strong in Preston in the 
middle of September. It ended with the police 
cordoning off a piece of council owned derelict 
land while the NF held a rally. This was in spite 
of a clear statement by the Council’s Policy and 
Resources Committee, made after a meeting 
with police chiefs, that the Front must keep 
away from “any parks, open spaces, or build- 
ings” owned by the Authority. The Front’s 
North West regional organiser, David Riley, 
earlier met senior police chiefs to plan the 
route of the march. Labour councillor Albert 
Richardson later said: ““The police seemingly 
ignored our action banning the NF from using 
council property”. Councillor Harold Parker 
described the march as “frightening”. He said: 
“The only good thing to come out of it was 
seeing black and white youths together opposing 
these fascists”’. 

The National Front staged the demon- 
stration under the call of “British Jobs for 
British Workers”, under which they are attempt- 
ing to link unemployment with race. Martin 
Webster, the Front’s present leader, said: “On 
days like this we don’t try to march through 
immigrant areas to stir up trouble . . . but it is 
our country after all’’. 

The Anti-Nazi League held a _ counter 
demonstration, and the Front march was 
heckled and at one stage blocked by sit-down 
protestors, including Councillor Josephine 
Farrington. 


PRESTON NF MARCH — RACIST ATTACKS 


Blackburn’s Community Relations Officer, 
Councillor Len Proos, has claimed that the 
publicity build up to the Preston NF march 
had led to racist graffiti attacks on Asian shops. 
Shops owned by Mr Rafik Numajr, and Mr 
Latif Mulla, were sprayed with obscene slogans 
supporting the Front. Previously, the shops had 
been vandalised and set on fire. 


FRONT MAKE FULL USE 
OF ENFIELD FACILITIES 


While local councils all over the country have 
been holding fairly open debates about the 
questions of letting halls to the National Front, 
Enfield Tory controlled council has been 
quietly allowing them to make full use of 
public buildings. At the beginning of September 
Richard Verrall, author of Did Six Million 
Really Die? addressed a meeting in Southgate 
Town Hall, Palmers Green. Around 250 anti- 
fascists held a picket outside as about 60 
members of the Front, including Martin Webster 
and Derek Day, trooped into the Council 
Chamber. 

Then it became known that not only had 
the NF held 40 bi-monthly meetings in South- 
gate Town Hall, but also a series of meetings 
addressed by leading members was planned for 
the next six months, with Webster speaking on 
the 13th October, Andrew Brons on the 8th 
December, Joe Pearce of the Young NF on the 
13th January, to name a few. 

At the council’s meeting on 16th September, 
the Labour Group moved an emergency resolu- 
tion calling for the withdrawal of all council 
facilities from the NF. This was referred to the 
Resources and Policy Committee which does 


not meet till after the Webster meeting on 13th 
October. Enfield Council has for some time 
refused to fund its own Community Relations 
Council, although there are large Asian and 
Cyriot communities in the borough. 


LATEST NEWS 


Since going to press, the situation has changed, 
however. Under pressure from the Labour 
group and anti-racist organisations, the council 
decided to ban all NF meetings until after the 
next full meeting on October 28th, when the 
sub-committee will have considered the matter. 
This meant that Webster was not allowed to 
hold his meeting on October 13th as planned. 
NF threats to hold a march instead failed to 
materialise, probably because this would not 
have enhanced their reputation with council 
members. 


INCREASE IN FASCIST ACTIVITY 
IN WEST LONDON 


Ealing Community Relations Council has been 
the target of attacks and threats throughout the 
summer in an apparently systematic and 
regular campaign of intimidation. On at least 
three occasions their offices have been visited 
by a group of youths which has caused concern 
though not any damage, and threatening letters 
were received in June, both by an ECRC 
member and by the ECRC office. 

On 17th August a member of the NF, a Mr 
Bennett, was caught throwing paint on the 
office walls (and fined £10) and on 30th 
August a staff member of ECRC found his 
house daubed with racist slogans. The most 
disturbing incident to date, however, was on 
5th September during a free legal advice session 
in ECRC offices during the evening. A gang of 
youths in black shirts burst in threatening and 
abusing people and throwing badges about. 

In addition to incidents of this kind, several 
ANL activists and members of the Socialist 
Workers Party have been attacked over August 
and September. On 6th September a house 
occupied by ANL and SWP members was 
attacked by a gang of youths who came in late 
at night after a party. Several people sleeping 
there were injured. Ten days later the house 
next door to one occupied by ANL and SWP 
members was attacked. 

Another gang of youths who attacked an 
off-duty policeman thinking he was an SWP 
member were arrested in a pub on 29th August. 
The youths had followed some people (who 
were in the SWP) from a meeting in the town 
hall, and then attacked the wrong man at the 
bar after they had seen him in conversation 
with them. 

On 26th September a West Middlesex 
community party meeting of 400 people was 
broken up by about 25 NF youths. James 
(Jock) Shaw, a leading local member of the NF 
was seen inside and outside the hall taking 
photographs, but ran off with the youths 
before the police arrived. 


NEW NF MASS RALLY 


10 members of the New National Front, led 
by John Tyndall, took part in a wreath laying 
ceremony at Hull, in September, to protest at 
“the death of the British fishing industry”’. 
A 50 strong picket was organised by the Anti- 
Nazi League. 6 arrests were made after scuffles 
broke out. 


WORCESTER BY-ELECTION 

2 candidates from the neo-Nazi British Move- 
ment were standing in the Worcester City 
Council by-elections on October 16. They are 
Peter Blake of Longfellow Road, Worcester 
(who later dropped out) and Stanley Webb of 
Coombs Road, Worcester. The BM seems to be 
making a determined effort to pick up support 
from the much troubled National Front(s).

Racial 
Violence 


and the 
media 


IF YOU were to judge from the 
national press and TV, the summer 
of 1980 saw hardly an incident of 
racial violence in Britain. The 
national papers did manage to 
report the murderous attack on 
Akhtar Ali Baig in July in Newham, 
but the vast numbers of other 
incidents of racial attack briefly 
covered in local newspapers do 
not, apparently, constitute national 
news. However, when looked at 
together, these reported incidents, 
while only the tip of the iceberg, 
do demonstrate an alarming rise in 
the frequency and range of racial 
violence. 


Types of Attack 


Black people are not safe — whether at 
home, in a shop, walking in the street, or 
driving a car. Wherever they go they risk 
assault and intimidation simply because 
they are black. Mr Rossa, at his Post 
Office in Oxford, was the victim of a 
“completely unprovoked attack which 
appears to have some kind of racial 
undertones” (Oxford Mail 9.8.80). Mr 
Bhagwantar Dhomu was attacked by 
eight skinheads in the street in Ilford in 
August (Uiford Recorder 14.8.80). The 
Akhter family, living in Tamworth, were 
the victims of racial attacks on their 
home and have decided to move as a 
consequence (Tamworth Herald 6.6.80). 
Two Asian youths were attacked in 
Centre Airport Hotel in Crawley and 
had to be taken to hospital (Crawley 
Advertiser 27.6.80). 


In Court 


Often it is only through those few cases 
that come to court that details of racial 
attacks are revealed — and there have 
been plenty of these this summer. For 
instance. Mr Aziz, Mr Khan and Mr 
Ghani were assaulted outside a pub in 
Nottingham by three men (Nottingham 
Evening Post 9.7.80). Duncan James 
Dean from Accrington was charged with 
attacking “two Pakistanis after chasing 
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and shouting National Front 
slogans” with a gang of other youths 
(Accrington Observer 12.7.80). ‘Four 
15 year old youths, “clearly influenced 
by racist propaganda’, attacked and 
terrorised young Asian boys in a school 
playground’, appeared at Rochdale 
Juvenile Court (Rochdale Observer 
16.8.80). Four youths, part of a gang of 
10 youths who shouted racialist abuse 
and attacked “four coloured youths”’ in 
Kingsbury, were charged with assault 
(Edgware Post 7.8.80). Brian Wilkinson 
was in court after attacking “3 foreign 
students” in separate incidents on the 
same night in Wigan (Evening Post and 
Chronicle 25.7.80). 

Other cases of racist assault result in 
the victim being charged, and these are 
reported together with the dismissive 
remarks of the judge. Mr Ahmed of 
Reading, having been attacked together 
with his friend at a club by “8 white 
youths’, defended himself with a hockey 
stick in the car park. He then had his car 
smashed by stones as he drove off. The 
judge, though he gave Mr Ahmed a 
conditional discharge for a year (plus 
£50 costs), was also reported as saying, 
“Unfortunately there are intolerant people 
in this country and that is something we 
all have to live with” (Newbury Weekly 
News 12.6.80).

But the most disturbing feature of the

of gang attacks. “A young West Indian 
was hunted down by a pack of skinheads 
and savagely attacked”’ (Dunstable Gazette 
17.7.80). “Eight youths, said to have 
been in a large crowd which walked along 
; smashing windows and shouting 
slogans like ‘Up the National Front’, 
were bound over to keep the peace by 
Peterborough magistrates” (Peterborough 
Standard 4.7.80). ‘‘Police were today 
hunting a gang of 6 skinheads who 
viciously beat a man up for no reason as 
he made his way to work’’. Their victim 
was a 58 year old Pakistani man. He was 
hospitalised (Star [Sheffield] 2.7.80). 
“Five skinheads smashed up a car in 
East Ham High Street North’’, driven by 
Mr Devendra Patel, ‘“‘while it was station- 
ary in traffic’ (Stratford and Newham 
Express 2.8.80). “About 25 skinheads, 
some said to have been armed with knives 
and iron bars, are alleged to have marched 
into the centre of Savile Town on Saturday 
night shouting abuse and threatening 
members of the Asian community” 
(Dewsbury Reporter 25.7.80). “‘Chanting 
skinheads armed with iron bars and 
wooden clubs went on the rampage last 
night . .. Eyewitnesses said the gang were 
swearing and screaming racial slogans” 
(Evening Mail [Slough] 3.8.80). ‘‘Families 
were cleaning up today after a gang of 
skinheads ran riot through a town’s 
immigrant area smashing windows, chant- 
ing racist slogans and terrorising resi- 
dents”. The area is about a mile from 
Rochdale town centre (Manchester 
Evening News 14.6.80).

Protests 


The violence, however, has not gone un- 
challenged. Yet, just as the national press 
has ignored attacks, it has also ignored 
the protests against them from the black 
community and _ anti-racist bodies. 
Newham, where Akhtar Ali Baig died 
and two massive protest demonstrations 
took place, was the exception — the 
media managed (just) to mention the 
protests. 

But what of the others? In Southall, 
the Southall Campaign Against Racist 
Attacks has been formed, prompted by 
two notorious incidents of racial violence 
this summer. In a press statement they 
say that “‘the frequency of racial violence 
against non-whites in the community in 
and around Southall has increased in the 
last few months, and the Southall Police 
has failed to provide service to the non- 
white community”. Similar complaints of 


police neglect were reported by local 
CRCs in Southampton (Southern Evening 
Echo 5.8.80) and Hounslow (Evening 
Mail [Slough] 18.6.80). 

In Oldham, the local Council for 
Racial Equality issued a report detailing 
the following attacks: thugs have ‘“‘Dese- 
crated a mosque with swastikas, attacked 
homes and cars with fire bombs, shouted 
racist abuse in seven midnight attacks on 
a house in Sholver. Run wild in West- 
wood and attacked Bengalis. Stoned 
Hindu women on their way to a temple. 
Assaulted a worshipper outside the 
town’s Manchester Road mosque’. 
(Manchester Evening News 17.7.80.) In 
Waltham Forest, street meetings have 
been held by anti-racists to protest against 
racial violence in the area (Waltham 
Forest Guardian 20.6.80), and in Green- 
wich, the Action Committee Against 
Racial Attacks announced the formation 
of ‘support groupsin Woolwich, Charlton, 


Abbey Wood and Plumstead .. . to help 
victims of attacks” (South East London 
Mercury 10.7.80). 


The press 


Local protests and local reports have not 
lead to any acknowledgement nationally 
by the media that the summer of 1980 
was marked by a serious spate of racial 
violence in pockets all over England. 
While happy to mull over the latest 
pronouncements on the likelihood of 
“another Bristol’’, the national press has 
failed to reflect the extent of the racial 
violence. In a climate of increasing 
hostility to black people the media 
has responded with indifference. The 
tolerance level of racial violence has 
risen in response to the escalation of that 
violence. Such attacks will only increase 
further unless media indifference, with all 
it means for ‘public opinion’, ends. 


West Ham — NF sent off 


WEST HAM FOOTBALL CLUB have 
banned the National Front from recruiting 
at the ground. Last season there were a 
number of complaints about the NF 
handing out literature to young fans at 
the forecourt of the Boleyn ground. 
Special stewards have apparently been 
employed to keep the NF off the fore- 
court, and according to Eddie Chapman, 
West Ham’s Chief Executive, “Anyone 
seen to be using the area — or any other 
part of the ground — for political purposes 
will be ejected. We will not tolerate 
having this club’s fine reputation being 
tarnished by political propaganda’’. 

West Ham’s decision to take action 
against Front activity and the racism it 
engenders on the terraces is a welcome 
step that could well be followed by other 
clubs plagued by the same problem. An 
article in the Daily Express in September 
expressed disgust at the racist chants and 
Nazi salutes from the sections of the 
crowd at Chelsea. 


Chelsea 


The article should come as no surprise 
to those who have been aware of NF and 
British Movement activity at Chelsea and 
other grounds. Issue No.16 of the Young 
National Front paper Bulldog carries a 
report from Garry Munford, describing 
himself Chelsea Supporter, Ealing branch 
boasting of their racism. 

“Most supporters of teams we’ve 
played away this and last year will also 
have heard the racist and Nationalist 
chants coming out loud and clear. Also 
this season we have been selling large 
numbers of Chelsea NF ‘T’ shirts and 
badges’’. 

Chelsea and other clubs cannot just sit 
on their hands ignoring the situation. West 
Ham and Villa manager Ron Saunders, 
who recently encouraged unemployed 
youth to turn up and train with the club, 
have given a lead others should follow. 


FOOTBALL FANS 


FOR RACE AND NATION 


OVER THE past few months in Bulldog, 
football fans will have noticed the excellent 
articles “On The Football Front”, giving 
reports of NF support from grounds up and 
down the country. 

You will have noticed how well the NF 
have been doing, but why? Much of the 
success is due to the fact that many of the 
white youth who buy NF News and Bulldog 
at the football grounds, are the whites who 
come from the big inner city areas. The self 
same areas where the coloured immigrants 
live and work. So to us whites football is a 
one day in the week outlet. This way the 
youth are showing loyalty to something, 
their team. 

But for the other six days a week, our 
youth have to work and live with the 
coloured immigrants in their area. In those 
six days white youth have to endure a race- 
mixing nightmare.

Manchester Law Centre Immigration 
Handbook No.4. £1.00. Printed by 
the Manchester Free Press. 


Most handbooks on the law aim to be 
practical, to address those who are 
interested but lack expertise or training. 
In this respect Manchester Law Centre’s 
fourth Immigration Handbook is no 
exception. Where it is exceptional is in 
its success in achieving this aim. Not only 
is the style of writing and the presentation 
(including cartoons) direct and easily 
accessible to a wide audience, but a very 
complex and confusing area of law and 
administrative practice is set out concisely 
and logically. 

The Handbook describes the steps to 
be taken when an emergency arises under 
the Immigration Act 1971. Because of 
the nature of immigration control in 
Britain, trying to help someone in an 
immigration emergency means knowing 
how best to battle against the Home 
Office. The Handbook sets this out for 
the different sorts of case that arise. 

It starts off with a helpful introductory 
chapter explaining a variety of points, 
from basic matters (that ‘“‘making repre- 
sentations to the Home Office’? means 
negotiating with them; how an MP can 
be contacted at short notice) to more 
technical points (that mounting a cam- 
paign in a very weak case may only 
prolong the agony of detention without 
stopping the final deportation). It then 
outlines some basic distinctions, both in 
law and in practice, such as the thorny 
dichotomy of patrial/non-patrial, the 
difference between removal and depor- 
tation, bail and temporary release. 

Next the Handbook deals with the 
main situations in which an emergency

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arises and what to do. It concludes with a 
chapter on the role of campaigns as part 
of the weaponry with which to fight 
the Home Office: the enforcement of 
immigration law is basically a question 
of power, and campaigns are a crucial 
way of reducing the Home Office’s 
superior strength. 

The Handbook is full of excellent 
suggestions, and even an experienced 
adviser may find some new points in it — 
e.g. the suggestion that when someone 
at a port faces imminent removal and the 
Home Office phone is engaged (as it 
nearly always is!), telegrams both to the 
Home Office in Croydon and to the 
Home Secretary at the House of Commons 
delay removal. Some points of advice are 
perhaps contentious, and others not 
sufficiently explained for the non-expert 
(why should both the MP and the adviser 
make representations direct to the Home 
Office; why is it that ‘““making represen- 
tations” is explained, but not how and 
where to apply for legal aid?). Overall, 
however, the Handbook is an excellent 
guide and a valuable contribution to the 
practical fight against the immigration 
control system in this country.

Migrant Women Under Threat pub- 
lished by Migrants Action Group 
(c/o 68 Chalton Street, London 
NW1). 


Migrant Women Under Threat draws 
attention to the plight of women who 
work in hostels, hospitals or private homes 
performing domestic services. An Appeal 
Court decision in November 1979 (the 
Clavera case) ruled that resident domestic 
workers with children overseas at the 
time of entry to the UK were illegal 
entrants — by deception. This was regard- 
less of the fact that the woman had 
neither been asked about children nor 
were aware of the relevance to entry. 

According to the Migrants Action 
Group pamphlet, this decision affects in 
particular, Filipino, Latin American, 
Portuguese and Moroccan women. These 
workers often come from areas of 
extremely high unemployment and 
poverty and often have to use unscrupu- 
lous employment/travel agencies once 
they can afford to come to Britain. Work 
in domestic and hotel services, as is well 
known is very low paid and hence these 
workers take jobs which are extremely 
difficult to fill. 

This latest decision compounds the 
already multiple injustices which this 
group are suffering, and seems to open up 
another ‘Catch 22’ in the new definition 
of deception — which infers that you can 
withhold information which you were 


_ not aware was relevant to entry, and 


deceive by not answering questions you 
were never asked. 


RACIAL VIOLENCE 


Sheffield 

Two youths were sentenced to borstal training 
for their part in a ‘Paki-bashing’ attack. Their 
victim, Mr Abid Saeed Saleh Chukerie, was on 
his way home from work when he was attacked. 
He received a rupture of an artery in his cheek 
and was off work for nine weeks. (The Star 
20.9.80.) 


Skinheads Jailed 


Two men and a women were jailed and a third 
man given a suspended sentence for their part 
in a vicious attack on a 20 year old West Indian. 
Elvis Viera, attacked as he was walking with his 
girlfriend to a bus stop in Church Street, in 
Dunstable, was punched in the face and had his 
hands badly lacerated by a broken drink can. 
Douglas Greening, aged 22, who sparked off the 
attack was jailed for 18 months for his part in 
this and another similar incident. (Dunstable 
Gazette 11.9.80.) 


Child Murdered 


14 year old Louston Pantry received a fatal stab 
wound after throwing an apple core at a passing 
car. Two men got out of the car and gave chase 
to Louston and his friends. He was caught in a 
nearby garden and was stabbed in the stomach. 
Although Louston was the only black child in 
the group of eight, police say there is no reason 
to suspect a racial motive for the murder. 
(Daily Express 30.9.80.) 


Forced to Move 

After living in Newham, London, for 15 years, 
Mr and Mrs Latif and their children are being 
forced to move because of racist attacks by a 
gang of white youths. On one occasion Mrs 
Latif was taken to hospital after being struck 
by a brick, and in May the family were attacked 
five times in 24 hours. (Stratford & Newham 
Express 23.9.80.) 


Mosque Attack 


Two men have been arrested in connection with 
a sacriligious attack on a West Yorkshire 
mosque. A pig’s head was placed in the mosque 
in Bradford Road, Batley. (Yorkshire Post 
27.9.80.) More than 500 Asians and anti-racists 
went on a protest march against racism, un- 
employment and bad housing conditions. At 
the rally, organised by the Asian Youth Organi- 
sation, local Anti-Nazi League chairman Alex 
Fellowes said: ““The mosque incident was part 
of the picture and must be seen in the light of 
other things including the local economy, 
which is collapsing”. (Batley News 11.9.80.) 


NATIONAL FRONT 


Ban on Meeting 

Bolton Council have banned a National Front 
meeting due to take place in the Town Hall. 
(Manchester Evening News 25.9.80.)

Leaflet Sent to DPP 


The parents of an 11 year old girl have com- 
plained that she received an NF leaflet outside 
her school. The leaflet, apparently aimed at 
unemployed teenagers, was defended by Mr 
Frank Dawber, Tameside Front organiser: “It 
seems that you can’t cough or sneeze nowadays 
without contravening the Race Relations Act”, 
he said. (Manchester Evening News 23.9.80.) 


POLICE 


Hackney 


Police in the London Borough of Hackney 
swooped on black homes and arrested 18 
youths who were then jailed for one night and 
released without being charged. Mr Paul Stanley, 
one of the lawyers acting for the youths, is 
intending to sue the police for wrongful im- 
prisonment. The incident is the latest in a series 
of complaints against the head of Hackney 
police, Commander David Mitchell. Deputy 
Leader of Hackney Council John Kotz said: 
“T don’t believe he is good for race relations in 
Hackney”. (Guardian 15.9.80.) 

Hackney CRC is to formally sever links with 
the local police and to set up its own special 
committee aimed at keeping a close watch on 
all complaints against police in the area. Hackney 
CRC explained that “the basic issue in this 
debate is whether police liaison committees 
have any real value while there is no effective 
democratic accountability of the police”. 
(Hackney Gazette 2.9.80.) 


Merseyside 


In their 10th annual report, Merseyside CRC 
have claimed that in spite of liaison meetings, 
relations between the police and the black 
community are poor. CRC officers have received 
“a steady stream of stories of harassment by 
the police, use of racial abuse and incidents 
causing community anger’. (Liverpool Echo 
10.9.80.) 

Merseyside Chief Constable Mr Kenneth 
Oxford described the allegations as “dismissive 
and derogatory . . . Racial attitudes are not just 
a problem with the police but in the black 
community too, or more particularly with their 
representatives, both designated and _ self- 
appointed”. (Liverpool Echo 10.9.80.) 


BRISTOL 


Charges against 14 people arising from ‘the 
disturbances’ in St Paul’s on 2 April at to 
proceed. (Evening Post 9.9.80.) A joint enquiry 
by Bristol Trades Union Council and local 
community groups into the events of 2 April will 
go ahead in October. (Evening Post 17.:9.80.) 


EDUCATION 
Bradford 


A mobile caravan which toured Bradford 
stopping at various places to teach English 
to small groups of Asian women is to be with- 
drawn as part of the latest round of spending 
cuts. “This will be a great blow to a lot of 
women”, said Mrs Attwood of Bradford Col- 
lege’s language teaching schemes. (Bradford 
Telegraph & Argus 6.9.80.) 


Walsall 


Of 37 Asian children who applied to attend 
a Walsall church school, only two have been 
accepted. Angry parents are determined to 


continue the fight to have their children admit- 
ted, and former Chairman of Walsall Education 
Committee, Bill Withnall, accused the school 
governors of “indirect racial discrimination’’. 
(Birmingham Evening Mail 19.9.80.) 


IMMIGRATION 


Iranian Woman Ordered Home 


An Iranian mother who tried to enter Britain to 
attend her son’s wedding was a victim of “‘the 
present poor relations between Iran and Britain”’. 
Mrs Pourbarat who suffers from diabetes was 
too ill to queue for a visa in Tehran and so flew 
to Madrid to see her sister. On arrival in Britain 
she spent two days in an interrogation centre 
at Gatwick Airport where she tried in vain to 
persuade immigration officials to let her remain 
in the country to attend the wedding. A spokes- 
man for the Home Office said: “We cannot 
comment on this particular case, but it is no 
secret that since May this year all Iranian 
citizens entering Britain have had to have a visa 
to do so”. (Northern Echo 11.9.80.) 


Filipinos Face Deportation 


Roberto and Corazon Alcaide, both nurses in 
Epsom, face deportation because they did not 
declare that they had children back home in 
Manila. The couple firmly deny that they were 
asked such a question. The Home Office has 
declared that the omission constitutes a decep- 
tion and that their entry to this country is 
therefore illegal. The Alcaides both belong to 
the main hospital union COHSE whose legal 


ATTACKS on Asian families living on 
housing estates in the London Borough of 
Camden have increased so dramatically 
that a group of about twenty or so of the 
victims have organised themselves to fight 
against such attacks and to campaign for 
better protection and better treatment 
from the police. 


Since 1978, Camden CRC has been 
contacted by around 80 families who 
have suffered racial harassment on the 
council estates, but it is sure that this 
figure only represents a small fraction of 
the real number. 

Fascist groups in North London are on 
the increase, using unemployment and 
the recurrence of skinhead violence to 
recruit white youths. An Asian bus 
conductor was viciously attacked in 
Chalk Farm earlier this year, black youths 
have been attacked in local schools and 
fascist youths are known to be members 
of local youth clubs. 

But it is on the housing estates that 
racial harassment has escalated. The 
K family, who are Bengali, applied for a 
transfer as their flat was above an arch- 
way leading to a youth club and their 
windows were continually being smashed. 
They were eventually rehoused, but only 
two streets away, and the attacks began 
again. The family are now seriously 
considering a return to Bangladesh. 
Similar attacks have forced the M

department is trying to help. Local branch 
secretary Peter Thompson said: “In 1973 when 
we were very hard up in the hospital service 
there was a recruitment drive in the Philippines 
and people were made very welcome. Now 
they are not so welcome because of our employ- 
ment situation and this is one way to get rid of 
them”. (Epsom Herald 4.9.80.) 


Anonymous Message 


A 16 year old Bangladeshi boy could face 
deportation even though he was given permission 
to live in Britain with his mother and father, Mr 
and Mrs Islam, by the High Commission in 
Dacca. An anonymous message to immigration 
officers alleged that Mr Islam was in fact the 
boy’s uncle not his father. Scunthorpe CRC are 
hopeful that the boy will be allowed to stay as 
there are people living in Scunthorpe who are 
from the same village as the family and are 
prepared to come forward on the family’s 
behalf. (Scunthorpe Evening Telegraph 12.9.80.) 


HOUSING 


A top-level inquiry has begun following a report 
by Labour Councillor Russell Profitt which 
alleges racism in Lewisham Council’s Housing 
Department and makes specific allegations 
against a number of staff. Cllr. Profitt has 
suggested that a training programme for housing 
department employees be set up, “because 
allocation of councils houses is obviously a very 
sensitive issue”. (South London Press 2.9.80.) 


family to consider ‘house-hopping’ as a 
solution. Their troubles began when a 
large stone was thrown through the 
bedroom window, narrowly missing their 
youngest child. Harassment continued so 
that the family had to board up the 
windows in the children’s bedroom. In 
April this year some lighted material was 
pushed through the letter-box and the 
following evening a wheel was thrown 
through the window. As a result, Mrs M 
and the children moved out to stay with 
friends until their transfer came through. 

These cases and others like them were 
outlined in a report by Camden CRC 
to draw the attention of the Housing 
Management Committee to the desperate 
situation that some Asian families are in. 
The report urges Camden Council to 
recognise racial harassment as a serious 
phenomenon, separate and distinct from 
ordinary vandalism. The report also 
recommends that the transfer system 
should be made flexible enough to 
include racial harassment as a reason for 
transfer, and that the Council should 
always charge the perpetrators of the 
damage the cost of any repairs. 

The anti-harassment group, set up at 
the suggestion of legal workers at West 
Hampstead Law Centre, is still in its 
formative stages, but members are holding 
regular meetings to discuss how they can 
build up contact with other victims in 
order to help each other.
